A commission appointed in New 
York to investigate and ascertain 
the best method of inflicting the 
criminal death sentence, have re­ 
ported in favor of abolishing the 
gallows and the substitution there­ 
for of electricity. 
Concerning the 
efficacy of electricity in dealing the 
death blow, the commission has 
produced 
voluminous 
and 
con­ 
vincing testimony. Eminent medi­ 
cal and scientific men have fur­ 
nished the commission with the re­ 
sults of experiments upon animals 
quite as tenacious of life as man, 
and have shown just what ma­ 
chinery is needed to carry out the 
capital sentence. 
It could be pro­ 
vided at an expense of $ 250 to $ 500. 
It would consist of a slightly re­ 
clining chair with a metallic head 
and foot rest. 
Into these the elec­ 
trodes would be fastened. The cur­ 
rent would pass through all the 
centres of function and intelligence 
and death would be so instantaneous 
that sensation could not be pos­ 
sible.

WHAT IT COSTS. 
It cost the Reading Coal com­ 
pany last year, all told, $ 1.46 to 
put a ton of anthracite coal on the 
cars. 
It cost 62 cents a ton to 
carry the coal to Philadelphia after 
allowing for maintenance. 
In ­ 
cluding a royalty of 25 cents a ton, 
the total is $ 2.33, yet the whole­ 
sale price of the coal delivered in 
Philadelphia for family use was 
$ 4.80 per ton, and the retail prices 
were $ 5 85 and $ 6 per ton. 
Out 
îere we are paying nearly $ 10 a 
non for it. 
The difference between 
$ 1.48 and $ 8 represents freight 
charges and profits, and to increase 
the latter the Reading company is 
denying just wages to its minera 
and grinding every coal consumer 
in the country, helped along by 
the 75 cents a ton tariff which is 
allowed 
on 
bituminous coal.— 
Star-News.

AS TO THE GAME LAW. 


Speaking of the violation of the 
game laws, Mr. Timberlake, 
a 
member of the state association, 
said to a Press reporter yesterday: 
“ A friend of mine was up in the 
country between Brainerd and Du­ 
luth aud found gang after gang of 
brawny lumbermen 
slaughtering 
the deer and shipping the meat off 
by rail by the car load. 
You see, 
if anybody attempted to interfere 
with these men, he would be apt 
to get knocked in the head or per­ 
haps shot for his pains. 
Under 
such circumstances I doubt if the 
deer clause can be enforced at all 
without strong police force.” 
There is no doubt but that the 
laws hare been violated to a large 
extent, but not so much so as the 
above would indicate, and it is not 
altogether probable that there is 
any bloodthirsty gang of lumber­ 
men waiting to kill people between 
Brainerd aud Duluth. 


WHAT IT COSTS. 
It cost the Reading Coal com­ 
pany last year, all told, $1.46 to 
put a ton of anthracite coal on the 
cars. 
It cost 62 cents a ton to 
carry the coal to Philadelphia after 
allowing for maintenance. 
In ­ 
cluding a royalty of 25 cents a ton, 
the total is $2.33, yet the whole­ 
sale price of the coal delivered in 
Philadelphia for family use was 
$4.80 per ton, and the retail prices 
were $5 So and $6 per ton. 
Out 
here we are paying nearly $10 a 
ton for it. 
The difference between 
$1.48 and $8 represents freight 
charges and profits, and to increase 
the latter the Reading company is 
denying just wages to its miners 
and grinding every coal consumer 
in the country, helped along by 
the 75 cents a ton tariff which is 
allowed 
on 
bituminous coal.—

Rear Adm iral Clark Welle, retired, died 
on the 27th of Dec. 
He w ai horn a t R ead­ 
ing, P a.,S ep t. 22, 1822. He was app ointed 
m idshipm an from P en nsylvan ia Sept. 15, 
1840; was on the M editerranean sta tio n 
1 8 4 0 to 184 1, the Pacific sta tio n 1844-45, 
and a t the n aval school. Annapolis, 1846. 
G raduated July 11, 
1846, and 
was a t­ 
tached to the brig Som ers, engaged in 
blockading Vera Cruz, the sam e year; wa« 
attach ed to tiie gun boat Petrel 1816-7, 
when the latter formed 
one 
of Tat- 
nail'e flotilla in the attack upon the castle 
of San Juan de Ulloa and the city of Vera 
Cruz, and took part in the capture of the 
cities of T ushan and T am pico. From th a t 
tim e to 1855 lie was cruising in 
various 
parts of the world or engaged a t the naval 
o b servatory. 
P rom oted to m aster in 
1855, and to lieutenan t in tiie sam e year. 
W ells was on the steam er Niagara em ploy­ 
ed in laying the first A tlantic cable in 
4857; on the 8u*qu< hanna, 1*58. when 
yellow fever earned >>ff six ty of her officers

SENATE- 
The bill granting Gen. Logan’s widow a

osition to it. Senator Davi®»made a neat 
ttle speech in its favor. 
A like bill, in­ 
creasing to $2,000 a year the {tension of 
the widow of Gen. Frank P. Blair, was 
passed. 
A bill was introduced by Senator Spoon­ 
er to regulate commerce carried on by 
telegraph. 
Its 
provisions 
are 
strong 
against rebates and discriminations of all 
sorts. The bill gives the interstate com­ 
mission jurisdiction over interstate tele­ 
graph business, fixes penalties for viola­ 
tion of the act, and authorizes the com­ 
mission to inquire into the hilliness of 
telegraph companies, and to investigate 
complaints under substantially the same 
provisions th a t complaints alleging infrac­ 
tions of the interstate commerce law are 
now examined into by the commission. 
The senate confirmed the nominations 
of N. W. McConnell, chief justice of Mon­ 
tana, and 8. De Wolfe, associate justice of 
Montana. 
The senate passed the bill increasing the 
(tension for total deafness from $13 to $30 
a month, and allowing a proportional 
rating for partial deafness.

ger engine ever constructed is now being 
built in the Schenectady Locomotive works 
for the Michigan Central railroad, and is 
calm lated for express and passenger pur­ 
poses. 
It is alm ost complete*!, and will 
tie sent out in a 
few days. 
It is a ten- 
wheel engine, having three pairs of coupled 
driving 
wheels 
and

four-wheeled 
truck. 
The 
drivers 
are 
sixty- 
eight 
inches 
in 
diameter. 
The 
cylinders are 
nineteen 
inches 
in

ameter, with twenty-four-inch stroke. The 
boiler, which ie ot Otis steel, is fifty-eight 
inches in diameter, and has 147 two-inch 
semi-steel fines. The fire-box is eight feet 
lune by forty-two and seven-eighth* Inches 
wide, and, like many recently built, is 
placed above the frames, which gives in­ 
creased width.

Here is a city of 50,000 inhabitants, 
spread like an overgrown village over 
a large area, with wretched sewerage, 
primitive street car facilities, dusty, 
ill-paved streets and immense possi­ 
bilities. 
It is the railroad center for 
Southern California and it does a 
rushing business in catering to the 
w ants of the colonies round about; 
but of manufactures it has few, while 
it boasts of over 450 real estate offi- 1 
ces. 
The buying and selling of land is 
the chief business, a n i all the bare, 
■(lusty hills within five miles of the 
1 town have been staked out into town 
lots and are held a t prices th a t make 
j the uninitiated “ tender-foot” gasp for ; 
! breath. 
Most of the sales m ade by 
the agents are on the instalm ent plan 
j —ab o u t 
one-quarter 
or 
one-third 
; down, the rem ainder in six, twelve 
and eighteen m onths a t 8 or 10 per 
cent interest. 
Los Angeles has o n­ 
ly two main business streets, 
yet 
on either of these thoroughfares choice 
property is valued 
a t $3,000 per 
front foot—a price equal to th a t de­ 
m anded for similar property on M ar­ 
ket street in San Francisco—a city 
with seven times the population of 
Los Angeles. 
F o r chojce residence 
property unimproved, the Los Ange-! 
les real estate men coolly ask you 
from $150 to $300 per front foot— 
prices fully equal to the highest de- ! 
m ands 
in ,San Francisco. 
Many 
beautiful buildings have been con­ 
structed in Los Angeles during the 
last year and many others are now 
going up, but thecity, as a whole, looks 
ragged and the dust is simply intoler- 
able. 
The favorite plan of the specu 
lators is to take a block of land in 
the suburbs, grade and macadamise 
the streets, level the lots and sur­ 
round each block with a three-foot 
artificial stone sidewalk, with grass 
plots on each side of the walk and : 
eucalyplus or pepper trees planted in 
the line of the street. Then the tract 
is given a fancy and taking name, 
and an auction is held. 
Until recent­ 
ly such tracts, 
divided 
into lots 
25x125 feet, com m anded a ready 
sale a t high prices; b u t the last three 
m onths has seen a decline in this 
speculative activity, and sales are 
not so num erous nor so well attended 
as before. The real estate agents are 
holding on with great hopes of the 
60,000 eastern visitors who are book­ 
ed for Los Angeles this winter.

efforts of Europe to subdue them. ; 
only vaster and stronger. 
Many of j 
my German freinds lam ent the steady 
pressure of France and Russia upon 
their country as a national misfor­ 
tune. 
But I differ with 
them. 
I t ! 
seems to me th a t it is a great force of j 
immense value in compacting, solidfy* 
ing and strengthening German natio n ­ 
al character. 
As to the beinning of 
trouble in Europe, you m ay be sure 
th a t Germany will never be aggressive 
until no other course is left her; and 
you my be also sure th a t if she feels 
forced to strike, she will strike heavily.

He was born in Anda­ 
lusia, and a t the age of ten years he 
went to work in the slaughterhouses 
of Seville, where all the m atado rs begin 
tlieir career, these slaughter houses 
being for them a sort of academy. 
At 10 he was encaged in the famous 
com pany of El T ato, who also died 
of a horn thrust. 
At first he was a 
simple chalo—t h a t is t o say, he was 
charged with the d u ty of exciting the 
bull by shaking a red handkerchief 
before his eyes. Then 
he wan pro­ 
moted to the position ot bandenllo. 
The mission of the banderillo is to 
plant little javelins in the shoulders 
of the animal. 
At this dangerous 
game Frascuelo was wonderfully ex­ 
pert. 
When the bull rushed a t him 
with lowered head, he stepped lightly 
between the anim al’s 
horns 
and 
bounded clean over him, planting his 
banderillos while in the air. 
Or he 
would srmply aw ait the animal, lean­ 
ing on a long pole. 
When the ani­ 
mal rushed a t him he would leap ov­ 
er him, using 
the 
pole 
for 
sup­ 
port. 
The 
bull 
might break the 
pole, 
but 
Frascuelo 
would 
be 
sure to land on his 
feet 
some 
five paces from his former 
posi­ 
tion, and then solemnly salute the 
Hjiectators. 
It was by a unanim ous 
vote th a t he was raised to the dignity 
of a prim a spada. 
One day a t St. 
Sebastian his chief, Lagartijo, was 
wounded and was unable to continue 
to fight. The crowd called to Frascuelo 
to take his place. 
Frascue!o picked 
up the sword, ran to the bull, and 
classically planted the weapon in the 
back of the anim al’s neck. After th a t 
day he killed over 300 bulls in the 
same manner and was often wounded. 
The crowd worshipped him, not only 
for his e-kill and courage, but also for 
the singular richness of his costumes. 
Ife thought nothing of spending $4,- 
000 for an equipment, and like a 
pretty woman who changes her dress 
for every ball, he never wore the same 
costume tv - 
Frascuelo leaves an 
immense tOi.ta.iion of lo \e letters, 
locks of hair, faded bouquets—in fine, 
a collection the like of which is not 
possessed 
by any 
living man not 
excepting even the m ost applauded of 
tenors. 
The great m a tad o r was seriously 
hurt on an earlier 
occasion. This 
was in August. 1880, a t a bull fight 
a t Ft. Jean de Luz. 
He had suffered 
some mishap a t a similar event a t 
Pam peluna some time before, from 
which, in fact, he had scarcely recover­ 
ed, and had just entered the arnea at 
St. Jean de Luz to give the bull the 
coup de grace. 
Scarcely had he de­ 
livered the sword thrust, 
however, 
when the animal turned, and, a tta c k ­ 
ing Frascuelo, threw him into the air. 
While fie lay senseless on the ground 
the bull commenced stamping on his 
chest, and there seemed every pros­ 
pect of the man being killed on the 
spot when the banderillos managed 
to draw the bull away, and Frascuelo 
was picked up. 
Ju st as the bull was 
abo u t to make a fresh attack hedrop- 
ped dead on the ground. 
Frascuelo 
was so much injured a t th a t time 
th a t 
fears were 
entertained th a t 
he 
would 
n o t 
recover. 
Recover 
he did, 
however 
and 
continued 
his trium phs until the 13th of last 
November, when he met his late under 
much the same circumstance* as those 
ot 1880. 
Frascuelo was struck by a 
bull and had a n b broken,follower! by 
congestion, 
His physicians published 
bulletins every four hours, which were 
immediately telegraphed to the re­ 
m otest village of Spain. The illustri­ 
ous patient received a thousand tele­ 
grams of condolence,more th an 1,500 
people inscribed their names in the 
visitors’ register in the patient’s an te­ 
room ,am ong them grandees, senators, 
congressmen and millionaires. 
“ It is 
a national calam ity,” telegraphed the 
correspondents of foreign newspaper*. 
The great m an left a fortune of a mill­ 
ion, exclusive of a fine mansion in the 
Spanish capital, several houses a t Se­ 
ville, and a quan tity of diamonds. Of 
the latter, one set of buttons alone, 
with which he was presented by the 
ex-Queen Isabella a t the close of afun- 
cion real, is worth $9,000, while some 
of the dresses he wore on such occa­ 
sions, embroidered 
with silver and 
pearls, co9t him $2,500 each.

While a great deal is said from time 
to time a b o u t the am ou nt of female 
labor performed 
on th e continent 
of 
Europe com parative 
statistics 
th a t have just been compiled on this 
subject show th a t in tne m anufact­ 
uring towns of Germ any the employ­ 
ment of 
female labor am ounts to 
ab o u t 35 per cent, while the average 
of female labor in New England is giv­ 
en a t abo ut 33 j*er cent. 
With the 
to tal population of the United States 
there is a percentage of female labor 
of a trifle over 27 per cent. 
The agricultural districts of Ger­ 
m any show a much larger proportion 
than Bimilar districts 
in the United 
States. 
In certain other districts of 
Germany the percentage of employ­ 
ment of this class is very high. 
For 
example, in the textile mills of the 
Black Forest district it is 73 percent, 
while in Reuss, a small principality 
south of Leipsic, it rises as high as 90 
per cent. 
It will thus be seen th a t in 
Germany, as in this country, the larg­ 
er proportion of female labor is in 
those districts where textile manufac­ 
tures are made.

The California Land Boom. 


New Y ork T ribune C orrespondence. 
But in Los Angeles itself the climax ol 
j this real estate craze has been reached. 
Here is a city of 50,000 inhabitants, 
| spread like an overgrown village over 
a large area, with wretched sewerage, 
primitive street car facilities, dusty, 
ill-paved streets and immense possi­ 
bilities. 
It is the railroad center for 
I Southern California and it does a 
rushing business in catering to the 
wants of the colonies round about; 
but of manufactures it has few, while 
it boasts of over 450 real estate offi- 
i ces. The buying and selling of land is 
the chief business, a n i ail the hare, 
dusty hills within five miles of the 
town have been staked out into town 
lots and are held a t prices th a t make 
j the uninitiated “ tender-foot” gasp for 
breat h. 
Most of the sales made by 
the agents are on the instalment plan 
j —about 
one-quarter 
or 
one-third 
down, the remainder in six, twelve 
and eighteen m onths a t 8 or IO per 
cent interest. 
Los Angeles has on- 
j ly two main business streets, yet 
j on either of these thoroughfares choice 
property is valued a t $3,000 per 
front foot—a price equal to th a t de­ 
manded for similar property on Mar­ 
ket street in 8an Francisco—a city 
i with seven times the population ol 
Los Angeles. 
F o r choice residence 
property unimproved, the Ix>s Ange­ 
les real estate men coolly ask you 
j from $150 to $300 per front foot— 
j prices fully equal to the highest de­ 
mands 
in San Francisco. 
Many 
beautiful buildings have been con- 
! st meted in Los Angeles during the 
I last year and many others are now 
I going up, but thecity, as a whole, looks 
I ragged and the dust is simply intoler­ 
able. The favorite plan ofthespeou 
| lators is to take a block of land in 
the suburbs, grade And macadamise 
the streets, level the lots and sur­ 
round each block with a three-foot 
artificial stone sidewalk, with grass 
plots on each 6ide of the walk and 
eucalyplus or pepper trees planted in 
the line of the street. Then the tract 
is given a fancy and taking name, 
and an auction is held. 
Until recent­ 
ly such tracts, 
divided into lots 
25x125 feet, commanded a ready 
sale a1 high prices; but the last three 
m onths has seen a decline in this 
speculative activity, and sales are 
not so numerous nor so well attended 
as lief ore. The real estate agents are I 
holding on with great hopes of the 
60,000 eastern visitors who are book­ 
ed for Lo8 Angeles this winter.

Female Labor. 


B o sto n H erald . 
While a great deal is said from time 
to time about the am ount of female 
labor performed on tile continent 
of 
Europe comparative 
statistics 
th a t have just been compiled on this 
subject show th a t in the manufact­ 
uring towns of Germany the employ­ 
ment of 
female labor am ounts to 
about 35 per cent, while the average 
of female iabor in New England is giv­ 
en a t about 33 |>er cent. 
With the 
total population of the United States 
there is a percentage of female labor 
of a trifle over 27 per cent. 
The agricultural districts of Ger­ 
many show a much larger proportion 
than similar districts 
in the United 
States. In certain other districts of 
Germany the percentage of employ­ 
ment of this class is very high. 
For 
example, in the textile mills of the 
Black Forest district it is 73 percent, 
while in Reuse, a small principality 
south of Leipsic, it rises as high as 90 
per cent. 
It will thus be seen th a t in 
Germany, as in this country, the larg­ 
er proportion of female labor is in 
those districts where textile manufac­ 
tures are made.

France and Russia are light in weight. 
All th a t Germany did in the Franco* 
Prussian war would I think, be as 
nothing compared to what she would 
do if siie were fighting for existence. 
It w'ould be like the great uprising ol 
the French people of 1792 against the 
efforts of Europe to subdue them, 
only vaster and stronger. 
Many of 
my German freinds lament the steady 
pressure of France and Russia upon ; 
their country as a national misfor­ 
tune. 
But I differ with 
them. 
It I 
seems to me th at it is a great force of 
immense value in compacting, solidfy* 
ing and strengthening German nation­ 
al character. 
As to the beinning of 
trouble in Europe, you may be sure 
th a t Germany will never be aggressive 
until no other course is left ber; and 
you my be also sure th a t ii she feels 
forced to strike, she willetrike heavily.

TIRED OF LIVING, 


John Winer 
Commits Suicide 
by 
Blowing Out His Brains. 


On M onday evening ab ou t seven o’clock 
a m an by the nam e of Jo h n W iner com ­ 
m itted suicide in a sm all building on 61I1 
street, tw o doors n orth of th e Palace 
H otel, by placing a revolver to his rig h t 
tem ple and blow ing his brains out. 
W i­ 
ner, w ho is a blacksm ith by trade, has 
been in this city only two w eeks, com ing 
here from H illsboro, D ak. 
Since his a r­ 
rival here he has boarded at the M er­ 
c h a n ts Hotel, and occupied a room in the 
sm all building w here he took his own 
life. 
He has been seeking em ploym ent 
a t Ins trad e, h aving applied at the ra il­ 
road blacksm ith shops several tim es for 
a situ atio n . 
He also tried to get w ork 
of J . J. H ow e & Co. b u t w ith o u t success. 
He app arently had no money as he had 
no t paid an y th in g on liis board. 
I m ­ 
m ediately after su p p er on W ednesday 
n ig h t, 
Mr. 
K eougli, 
pro prietor of the 
M erchants, asked him to pay his hill for 
board, am o u n tin g to $9, and a 60 cent 
b ar bill. 
W iner said th a t he would, and 
stated th a t lie had $15 concealed m his 
stock ing in his room , and said th at he 
w ould go and g et the m oney and return 
im m ediately and pay his bill. Mr. K eougli 
w aited for some tim e after he had gone, 
h ut as W in er did not retu rn as agreed, he 
th o u g h t he would go and see if he had 
been at th e room. 
W hen Mr. Keougli 
arriv ed a t the house lie opened the door 
of W iner’s room and was astounded to 
see him lying on th e floor w ith a bullet 
hole th ro u g h his head. 
He lay on his 
rig h t side w ith his rig h t arm u n d e r him, 
g rasp in g in liis rig h t hand a British bull­ 
dog, 44 calibre revolver, w hich told the 
talc of his tragic d eath 
He hail taken 
off his coat and vest and also his sho«s, 
an d had ap p aren tly sat do w n upon the 
floor, and p lacin g the revolver to his 
rig h t tem ple, discharged it. 
Mr, K eough 
im m ediately called Officer Deroche, who 
took charge of th e rem ains u n til Coroner 
J. L. C am p could lie called, who, upon a r­ 
riving and view ing th e 
rem ains, co n ­ 
cluded th a t th e fact of his co m m ittin g 
suicide w as so evident th a t no inquest 
was necessary. 
T he rem ains wi re then 
tak en to Losey A: D ean ’s u n d e rta k in g 
shop w here they were prepared for burial. 
H is rem ains were interred in E vergreen 
Cem etery this m oruing, the count}' de­ 
fraying the funeral expenses. 
T h e deceased was an en tire stran g er in 
o ur city, and no th in g fu rth e r Is know n 
of him th a n th a t he cam e from Hillsboro, 
I)ak., w here it is know n th a t he worked 
tw o su m m ers for a m an by th e nam e of 
Geo. Gray. 
N o th in g could he found on 
his person to indicate who he was or 
where he cam e from or w here his people 
or relatives lived. T h e only th in gs found 
m his pockets were a tim e hook in w hich 
he k ep t an acco u n t of the tim e he w o rk ­ 
ed for G ray in Hillsboro, a ticket from 
Hillsboro to C um m gs, D. T , on the M. 
A M. road, a small penknife and a blank 
receipt, on the hack of w hich was w ritten 
the nam e of F ra n k Smeltz, w ith add re**. 
Chas. Greeves, 
who is acq uain ted 
in 
H illsboro, said th a t he was a genial 
w hole souled fellow, h u t was addicted to 
d rin k . 
H e was never u nder th e influence 
of liquor w hile here, probably because he 
had no money. 
A n effort will he made 
to find the w hereabouts of his people. 


Shooting Affray. 
B etw een 8 and 9 o’clock last n ig h t,w h at 
m ig h t have 
been a serious shooting 
scrape, occurred in 8. W G ray’s saloon.at 
th e corner of F ifth and Laurel streets. 
It seems th at Jack K eefe,the pugilist, and 
a gam bler by th e nam e of Jones, have had 
a grudge again st each o ther for some 
tim e, and th reats ot shooting have been 
m ade by both parties. 
Y esterday a fte r­ 
noon Jones, know ing th at K eefe was in 
th e city, procured a revolver at Hoff­ 
m a n ’s second hand store. 
L ast night the 
men m et in G ray’s saloon and a fter ex­ 


c h a n g in g a few word*, 
Keefe stru ck 
Jones a blow in the face th a t stasrgered 
him . 
Recovering instantly from th e e f­ 
fect of the blow, Jo n es drew a revolver 
and holding it in K eefe’s face, pulled the 
trigger, hut as the revolver was old and 
rust}' th e cartrid g e did n o t explode 
Seeing th a t he could n o t discharge his 
revolver he dropped it on the floor and 
sp rin g in g back, crouched dow n behind a 
wooden post to protect him self from 


Keefe, w ho had in the m e a n tim e ,d ra w n 
his revolver. 
Keefe fired five tim es at 
Jones, th e bullet each lim e ta k in g effect 
in the post behind w hich Jones stood. 
W hen th e cham bers in K eefe’s revolver 
were all em ptied, Jo nes rushed out and 
m ade his escape from the saloon and has 
not been seen or heard of since. 
Keefe 
picked up the revolver his op po nent had 
dropped and tu rned It over to Officer 
D eroche this m orning w hen 
arrested. 
C om plaint was m ade to bherifl M cLaren 
last nig ht and a w a rra n t was sworn out 
for the arrest of the parties h ut neith er 
could he found. 
H ow ever, Keefe cam e 
and gave himself u p to the officers this 
m orning, hut was released on hail to 
aw ait the re tu rn of J u d g e F lem ing who 
is in St, P aul. 
A stron g effort is being 
m ade to find Jones and place him u nder 
arrest.

Patterson and his family, with one of the 
neighbors, had just seated themselves to 
partake of the noondiy meal, when a 
volume of smoke, wafted by the wind, 
came pouring down in front of the 
window. 
This was Hic first they knew 
that the house was on fire. 
Rushing to 
the door they found the entire upper por­ 
tion of the building was in flames, and 
so rapidly did it burn that it was with 
difficulty that anything was saved, the 
burning boards from tlicceilingdropping 
down into the room before the articles 
above mentioned could he removed. Un­ 
fortunately for Mr. Patterson there was 
no insurance on the place, and in the dead 
or winter he and his family are left with­ 
out the shelter of a home of their own, 
the entire winter’s supply of provisions 
having been destroyed with the balance 
of the property, 
A subscription was started in this city 
to raise funds with which to enable Mr. 
Patterson to rebuild his house, and we 
understand that about $400 has already 
been subscribed.

TIRED OF LIVING, 


John Winer 
Commits Suicide 
by 
Blowing Oat His Brains. 
On Monday evening about seven o’clock 
a man by the name of John Winer com­ 
mitted suicide in a small building on Git* 
street, two doors north of the Palace 
Hotel, by placing a revolver to his right 
temple and blowing his brains out. 
Wi­ 
ner, who is a blacksmith by trade, has 
been in this eily only two weeks, coming 
here from Hillsboro, Dak. 
Since his ar­ 
rival here he has boarded at the Mer­ 
chants Hotel, and occupied a room in the 
small building where he took his own 
life. 
He has been seeking employment 
at his trade, having applied at the rail­ 
road blacksmith shops several times for 
a situation. He also tried to get work 
of J. J. Howe & Co. but without success. 
He apparently had no money as he had 
not paid anything on his board. Im­ 
mediately after supper on Wednesday 
night, Mr. Brough, proprietor of the 
Merchants, asked him to pay his hill for 
board, amounting to $9, and a 60 cent 
bar bill. 
Winer said that he would, and 
stated that he had $15 concealed in his 
stocking in his room, and said that he 
would go and get the money and return 
immediately and pay his bill. M r. Keough 
waited for some time after ha had gone, 
hut as Winer did not return as agreed, he 
thought he would go and see if he had 
been at the room. 
When Mr. Keough 
arrived at the house he opened the door 
of Winer’s room and was astounded to 
see him lying on the floor with a bullet 
hole through his head. 
He lay on his 
right side with his right arm under him, 
graspiog in his right hand a British bull­ 
dog, 44 calibre revolver, which told the 
tale of his tragic death 
He had taken 
off his coat and vest and also his shots, 
and had apparently sat down upon the 
floor, and placing the revolver to his 
right temple, discharged it. 
Mr. Keough 
immediately called Officer Dcroche, who 
took charge of the remains until Coroner 
J. L. Camp could be called, who, upon ar­ 
riving and viewing the remains, con­ 
cluded that the fact of his committing 
suicide was so evident that no inquest 
was necessary. 
The remains were then 
taken to Losey »*: Dean’s undertaking 
shop where they were prepared for burial. 
His remains were interred in Evergreen 
Cemetery this morning, the county de­ 
fraying the funeral expenses. 
The deceased was an entire stranger in 
our city, and nothing further is known 
of him than that he came from Hillsboro, 
I)ak., where it is kaown that he worked 
two summers for a man by the name of 
Geo. Gray. 
Nothing could be found on 
his person to indicate who he was or 
where he came from or where his people 
or relatives lived. The only things fouud 
in his pockets were a time book in which 
he kept an account of the time he work­ 
ed for Gray in Hillsboro, a ticket from 
Hillsboro to Cumings, D. TV, on the M. 
& M. road, a small penknife and a blank 
receipt, on the back of which was written 
the name of Frank brneltz, with address. 
Chas, Grooves, who is acquainted in j 
Hillsboro, said that he was a genial 
whole souled fellow, but was addicted to 
drink. 
He was never under the influence 
of liquor while here, probably because he 
had no money. An effort will he made 
to find the whereabouts of his people 


.Shooting Affray. 
Between 6and 9 o’clock last night,what 
might have 
been a serious shooting 
scrape, occurred in 8. W Gray’s saloon .at 
the corner of Fifth and Laurel streets. 
It seems that Jack Keefe,the pugilist, and 
a gambler by the name of Jones, have had 
a grudge against each other for some 
time, and threats OI shooting have been 
made by both parties. 
Yesterday after­ 
noon Jones, knowing that Keefe was in 
the city, procured a revolver at Hoff­ 
man’s second hand store. 
Last night the 
men met in Gray’s saloon and after ex­ 
changing a few words, Keefe struck 
Jones a blow in the face that staggered 
him. 
Recovering instantly from the ef­ 
fect of the blow, Jones drew a revolver 
and holding it in Keefe’s face, pulled the 
trigger, hut as the revolver was old and 
rusty the cartridge did not explode 
Seeing that be could not discharge his 
revolver he dropped it on the floor and 
springing back, crouched down behind a 
wooden post to protect himself from 
Keefe, who had in the meantime, drawn 
his revolver. 
Keefe fired five times at 
Jones, the bullet each time taking effect 
in the post behind which Jones stood. 
When the chambers in Keefe’s revolver 
were all emptied, Jones rushed out and 
made his escape from the saloon and has 
not been seen or heard of since. 
Keefe 
picked up the revolver his opponent had 
dropped and turned It over to Officer 
Deroche this morning when arrested. 
Complaint was made to bherifl McLaren 
last night and a warrant was sworn out 
for the arrest of the parties but neither 
could he found. 
However, Keefe came 
and gave himself up to the officers this 
morning, but was released on hail to 
await the return of Judge Fleming who 
is in bt. Paul. 
A strong effort is being 
made to find Jones and place him under 
arrest.
